ORDINANCE NO. Sal 
AN ORDINANCE AMENDING OR- 
DINANCE NO. 351 OF THE CITY 
OF ALBANY BY AMENDING 
SECTION 2 THEREOF BY ADD- 
ING A DISTRICT TO BE KNOWN 


AS “THREE. STORY COMMER- 
CIAL HIGHWAY DISTRICT”, 


AND BY ADDING SECTION 8-A 
THERETO REGULATING TH 
USES PERMITTED IN _ SAID 

NEWLY CREATED DISTRICT. 

WHEREAS, the Park, Planning 
and Zoning Commission of the City 
of Albany has recommended that a 
new district be created within the 
City of Albany to be known as the 
“THREE STORY COMMERCIAL 
HIGHWAY DISTRICT” and has 
suggested, the uses to be permitted 
in said district, and this City Coun 
ceil having considered the same and 
approved the same, 

NOW. THEREFORE, THE COUN- 
CIL OF THE CITY OF ALBANY 
DOES ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION "1: That Ordinance No. 
351 of the City of Albany, Section 
2 thereof, be amended, and the same 
is hereby amended, so that it shall 
hereafter read as follows: 

“SECTION 2. DISTRICTS—In 
order to regulate, restrict, and seg- 
regate the location of industries, 
business, apartments, dwellings, 
and other specified uses; to reg- 
ulate and limit the height and 
bulk of building hereafter erectea, 
to regulate and determine the area 
of yards and other open spaces, 
the CITY OF ALBANY, is hereby 
divided into seven classes of Dis- 
tricts. 

1. FIRST RESIDENTIAL DIS- 
TRICT 
SECOND RESIDENTIAL DIS-

The boundaries of the Districts 
aforesaid are shown upon the map 
attached hereto and made a part of 
this Ordinance, which said map _ is 
designated as ‘ZONE MAP OF THE 
CITY OF ALBANY” and said uta, 
and all notations, references and 
other information shown thereon 
shall be as much a part of this Or- 
dinance as if the matters and in- 
formation set forth by said map were 
fully, described herein. 

Except as otherwise provided; 

FIRST: No building shall be erect- 
ed, reconstructed or structurally al- 
tered nor shall any building or land 
be used for any purpose other than 
is permitted in the district in which 
such building or land is located. 

SECOND: No building shall be 
erected, reconstructed or structur#]- 
ly altered to exceed the height limit 
herein established for the district in 
whieh such building is loeated. 

THIRD:;, No lot area shall be so 
reduced or diminished that the yards 
or other open spaces shall be small-

SECTION 2: There is hereby add- 
ed to ORDINANCE NO. 351, a new 
section which shall _ be known as 
ection 8-A, and which shall read as 
follows: 

“SECTION 8-A. THREE STORY

TRICT. In the three story highway
